The 22-miil rote decided wpan threat- 


ens to create a howl. Chairman Cush- 
ing of the finance committee says he 
shaved down the estimates nearly ten 
thousand dollars in order to get 
them in even at the 22 mill rate. The 
city is really collecting about the 
same as last year when the 20 mill 


rate ruled. The difference is the 1% 
per cent. discount allowance for pay- 
ment amde prior to October 15. 

But whit promises even more seri- 
ous developments is the motion that 
will be made by Mr. Cushing that the 
council proceed to collect the $180 al- 
leged to *e due from the regime of 
ex-Treasurer McMilian.

The company 
reported the fact to the finanee com- 
mittee two months ago. They said it 
was paid last year and the fact was 
revealed by the failure of the books 
to balance. A represontative says he 
called on MeMillan several times and 
he said he was too busy to attend to 
jt. The compang still has the money. 

About the same time Mr. Cusiing 
discovered ‘his books credited the cily 
with $30. Investigation revealed a bill 
that ihe city had twice paid and no 
record remained in the city treasur- 
er’s office of tac double transaction. 

Just how many. other bills were paid 
twice or thrice under tke old system 
is uncertain and why the treasurer's 
cush account did not faii to balance 
uncer such loose practises is # mys- 
tery.

The Canadian Northwest 
Homestead Regulations 


Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the 
Northwest Territories, excepting 8 
and i6, which has not been home- 
steaded, or reserved to provide wood 
lots for settlers, or fer other pur- 


poses, may be homesteaded upon by 
any person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years of 


age to the extent of one quartcr sec- 
tion, of 160 acres ,more or less 
ENTRY.—Entry may be made per- 
the district in which the lant to be 
taken is situate, or, if the home- 
steader desires, he may, on applica- 
tion to the Minister of the Interior, 
Ottawa, the Commissioner of Immi- 
gration, Winnipeg, or the local agent 
for the district in which the land 3s 
situate, receive authority for some 
one to make entry for him. A fee 
of $10.00 is charged for a homestead 


entry. 

HOMESTEAD DUTiES.—A settler 
who has been granted an entry for 
a homestead is required by the pro- 
visions of the Dominion Lands Act 
and the amendments thereto, to per- 
form the conditions counected there- 
with, under one of the following 
npon and cultivation of the land in 
each year during the term of three 
plans: 

(i) At least six months’ resideace 


years. ° 

(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father is deceased) of any person who 
is eligible to make a homesteatl entry 
under the provisions of this Act, re- 
side upon a farm in the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such person 
as a homestead, the requirements of

taining patent, may be satisfied by 
such person residing with the father 
or mother. 

(3) L€ a settier has obtained a pat- 
ent for his homestead, or a certifi- 
eate for the issue of such patent, 
countersigned in the manner pres- 
cribed by this Act, and has obtained 
entry for a second homestead, the 
requirements of this Act as to resi- 
dence prior to obtaining patent may 
be satisfied by residence upon the 
first homestead, if the second home- 
stead is in the vicintiy of the first 


mestead. 

(4) 1f the settler has his permanent . 
residence upon farming land owned 
by him in the vicinity of his home- 
stead, the requirements of this Act 
as to residence may be satisfied by 
residence upon said land. 

The term “vicinity used above is 
meant to indicate the same township 
or an adjoining or cornering town- 


ip.

Application for patent should be 
made at the end of three years, be- 
fore the lesal agent, sub-2gent, or 
Homestead Inspector. Before making 
application for patent che settler 
must give six months’ notice in-writ- 
ing to the Commissioner of Dominion 
Lands, at Ottaws, of his in‘ention 
to do so. 

Informetion.—Newly arrived irmmi- 
grants will receive at the Immigra- 
tion Office, in Winnipeg, or at any 
Dominion Lands Office, in Manitoba 
or the Northwest Territories, infor- 
mation as to the lands that are open 
for entry, and from the officers in 
sharge, free of expense, advice and as- 
sistanee in securing land to suit them.
